Gifford Pinchot, governor of Pennsylva­ 
nia and for twenty 
years 
a 
pillar 
of 
strength to those elements of the republi­ 
can party which have sought to protect the 
public interests and 
promote 
clean and 
honest politics, has been guilty, it appears, 
of lese majesty. 
He has lent the influence 
of his name and the strength of his efforts 
to the movement to uncover and sweep out 
the filth and corruption in official life at 
^Washington. 
The result has been to bring 
down anathemas upon his head from all 
the elements of the republican party which 
put party success above all else. They have 
refused to forgive him for activities which, 
they say, were 
calculated 
to 
discredit 
President Coolidge and Secretary Mellon, 
and so they overwhelmingly beat him for 
delegate at large to the Cleveland conven­ 
tion. 
It would be the natural thing and the 
normal thing, of course, for the republican 
governor of a rock-ribbed republican state 
like Pennsylvania to go as one of the dele­ 
gates at large to the national republican 
convention. 
Governor Pinchot was listed 
as a candidate. He was scheduled for elec­ 
tion. But when the fact of Mr. Heney’s em­ 
ployment to probe the affairs of the inter­ 
nal revenue bureau came out and his con­ 
nection with it, this was all changed. It was 
thumbs down 
for 
him. 
Representative 
Vare, head of the notorious Philadelphia 
political machine, 
pronounced his doom. 
The edict for his humiliation was issued, 
and he was punished 
as an 
example of 
w hat those who dare to make trouble may 
always expect. 
Of course, Pinchot may beat them in the 
long run. 
He is not a novice at this politi­ 
cal game. 
He knows how to fight and he 
enjoys it. 
Moreover, he is strong with the 
women, who like him generally and believe 
in him, and who like especially his militant 
dryness. 
It may be that the woman vote 
will stage a “come back” for him when 
next a contest is on. 
But that is “his only 
hope.” 
To such a pass has the republican 
party come in its desperate efforts to brand 
as slander any and all criticism of condi­ 
tions at Washington.

THE SENATE AND THE WORLD COURT 


From the St. Louis Star. 


The senate committee on foreign rela­ 
tions is late in setting a time when advo- 


i cates of a world court can be heard. 
It is 
¡one of the most important questions before 
the body, but, in the anxiety of Senator 
.Lodge and other members of the commit­ 
tee to smother it, the 
question 
has 
not 
been considered in any way. 
As a matter 
of fact, the sub-committee of five, which 
has set April 30 for the hearings, would 
not have been appointed had not the demo­ 
cratic senators charged the chairman with 
smothering the proposal to establish such a 
court. The late President Harding submit­ 
ted the plan to the senate a year ago. 
It 
has been slumbering there since, although, 
when Senator Robinson twitted him about 
the matter, Senator Lodge said it would not 
be brought up, if his view obtained. 
Even the recommendation of President 
Coolidge has no influence, judged from the 
fact that his message early in December 
has been ignored. 
“Pending before the senate is a proposal 
that this government give its support to the 
permanent court of international justice,” 
the president said. He also said “it should 
be discussed with entire candor, not by a 
political but by a judicial method, without 
i pressure 
and 
without 
prejudice.” 
The 
only thing judicial about the whole pro­ 
ceeding has been its delay. 
Republican platforms since 1904 have 
demanded establishment of a court for the 
adjudication 
of international 
questions. 
! When President Harding 
originally sub­ 
mitted his plan to the senate, he explained 
it would have 
no 
connection 
with 
the 
League of Nations. 
He elaborated upon 
that idea later in his St. Louis speech, a 
short time prior to his death. 
President 
Coolidge took up the recommendation in 
his message to congress, but he has done 
nothing toward persuading the senate to 
act. 
It is fear only of further contributing to 
the republican dilemma that induces the 
committee 
on 
foreign 
relations now to 
name a sub-committee to hear arguments. 
These hearings should have been held in 
January. 
Calling them at this late date 
will neither fool 
the people, nor will it 
bring the world court one whit nearer ac­ 
complishment than it was the day the out­ 
line was sent to 
the 
senate. 
If Senator 
Lodge and other republican 
leaders had 
any intention of urging action, they would 
have taken the question up months ago.
